Our rate of 
taxation has no! been increased and 
consequently the fiscal affairs of tin 
county* have had to bear an Increased 
burden with decreased revenue. 

At this time there are in excess of 
one thousand families in Morgan 


county who, without some kind of 
government aid, would be unable to 
survive. I have always In the past, do 
now, and will continue In the future 
in the belief that life is more valuabl ■ 
than property and if I am elected 
County Judge for another four years 
it Is my purpose, to the extent of my 
power, to do all that can be done to 
relieve those who are in distress. 

We nil look forward to brighten 
days In the near future. Under the 
able leadership of President Roosevelt, 
the Congress of the United States has 
set up machinery for relief not here¬ 
tofore approached In the nation's 
history. The signs point to better 
times. Millions of Idle men hnve al 
ready gone back to work ns jobs hnve 
been opened up to them. A better 
spirit prevails everywhere. I confi¬ 
dently believe that by reason of my 
experience and my contact with the 
Iload Departments and other Instru¬ 
ments of government, I enn he of 
greater service ns County Judge of 
Morgan county for the next four years

AL the Central Fire House the 
trucks were burled under fallen 
bricks, but the doughty firemen soon 
hud them cleared and In tlie street 
for action. About 00 fires were dis¬ 
covered and extinguished before they 
had time lo spread. Tills splendid 
action was supplemented by clear¬ 
headedness ut the plant which sup¬ 
plies the city with gas. Hero the sup¬ 
ply wus cut off immediately, thus 
avoiding all danger of explosion. So 
the beautiful city of bong Reach wus 
spared the menace which has de¬ 
vastated other cities under similar 
circumstances.

Those who 
enjoy Ihe finely turned phrases and 
style ol Justice Oliver AA’endell Holmes 
—for (that great liberal wrote the 
oplniml— may find it in the Two 
Hundrid and Nineteenth United States j 
Suprcile Court Reports, page 575. 

The J guarantee of hank deposits,, 
Justlcij Holmes wrote, was not only 
legal lilt sound. Answering the objec¬ 
tion tlijnt assessments for a guaranty ] 
fund constituted taking properiv with¬ 
out due process of law, the decision 
held that "uu ulterior public udvnnt-1 
age mfiy Justify a comparatively In-J 
significant taking of private property 
for what, In Its Immediate purpose. 
Is u private use.” Further-—and tbi¬ 
ts in line with the recent opinion of 
counsel for the Federal Reserve Board 
that the Government has the right to 
federalize the hanks of the nation 
Justice Holmes held iu effect Hint the 
failure of privute hanking to serve the 
people would "warrant the state in 
taking the whole business of bunking 
under Its control..” 

Viewing the make-up of the supreme 
bench ut that October (1010) term of 
court, one may cypress surprise that 
that opinion was unanimously concur¬ 
red In. Edward Douglass AVhlte was 
Chief Justice, and among the other 
members of tlie court were Justices 
Harlan, Day and McKenna. The pres¬ 
ent Chief Justice, Air. Charles E. 
Hughes, was another. So, for twenty- 
two yenrs this important but appar¬ 
ently rarely cited decision tins been 
the law of tho land. It is not, however, 
unknown to students of law. Harold 
Lnskl, professor of political economy 
at tho University of Liverpool and 
now exchange professor nt Harvard, 
calls It "the modern charter of the 
federal state,” nml Air. Louis D. Brau¬ 
dels, In “Other People's Money," wrtt- 
i ten before he became a Supreme Court 
Justice, quoted It with approbation. 

Since 1021 more than 10,000 hanks 
have closed their doors in tho United 
States, and In only n pitifully small 
pereeilago have tile depositors re¬ 
covered all their money. Tho Comp¬ 
troller of tho Currency, indeed, In 
liquidating 1000 national banks, has 
been ablo to return to depositors only 
about 03 cents on the dollar. Tho 


Comiftroller has taken an average of 
more thiiu four years for each llqnlda- j 
tlon, nnd the total cost lias been about | 
•827,000,000. If Ihe costs ' of federal 
liquidation may be deemed high, cer¬ 
tainly In the case of state banks, 
where local politic enters Into tlie ad¬ 
ministration, the costs have been ox- 
i cssi ve. 

If the guarantee of deposits lu 
Federal Reserve hunks shall result in 
forcing state hanks into a unified 
federal system, a great end will be 
served. If only the system of political 
liquidation as It exists tn many states 
shall he destroyed, a great reform I 
will have been worked. 

A new national banking law inonrp- j 
orating a deposit guarantee clause i 
compelling hanks to confine their 
activities to commercial banking, elim¬ 
inating speculators from this field, 
easing the painful process of liquida¬ 
tion, nnd aiming at the ultimate re¬ 
placement of the nation's forty-nine 
hanking systems with one system, 
should do much to give the United 
Stales such serviceable nnd apparently 
failure-proof institutions as command 
the confidence of the people of Eng¬ 
land. France and Canada.—Christian 
Science Monitor.

Cucumber Beetle Blamed 

Cucumbers, squash and musk* j 
Mellons are subject to a wilt disease 
causing the leaves on one side and 
later the whole plant to wilt and die. 
The College of Agriculture nl Lexing¬ 
ton says that llils disease is spread by 
the cucumber beetle and that preven¬ 
tion depends on destroying this in¬ 
sect. Calls of tobacco cloth placed over 
the young plant will protect them for 
a time. Later a dust of a pound of 
calcium arsenate to 119 pounds of 
burned gipsiun dusted on file plants i 
frequently will help cnntrd the Insect] 
nnd imidentlv the i.lseu Bordeaux 
mixture 1-4-50 with 3 mi wes of arson- j
